Provided further estergum used in carbonated

“Glyceiol esters of wood rosins commonly known 
as Estergum is hard yellow to pale amber 
coloured solid. It is a complex mixture of 
tri and diglycerol e.sters of rosin acids from 
wood rosin. It i’ produced by the esteri¬ 
fication of pale wood rosin with food grade 
glycerol. Tt is composed of approximately
